URTH SUICIDE ATTEMPT 
OF MAN IN d DAYS FAILS 


Steals Revolver of Police 
‘Guard in Hospital and 
Shoots Self. 


TRIED POISON AND FIRE 


Five. attempts to end his life within 
the last. three days having failed, 
Charles W. Lee, 27 years old, of New 
York, yesterday stole a revolver from a 
police guard in Gallinger hospital and 
attempted to shoot himself in the face. 
Physicians say his sixth attempt will 
fail. 

Lee came to this city a few days ago 
and registered at the Mayfiower hotel. 
Saturday he set fire to his room in the 
first attempt to meet death. This was 
foiled and Lee, a few hours later, re- 
sorted to poison. He was discovered by 
a hotel attendant and taken to Emerg- 
ency hospital, where physicians thwart- 
‘ed his second attempt. — 

At the hospital, according to police, 
he attempted to slash his wrists, but 
again his purpose was defeated. Be- 
lieved to be mentally ill, Lee was trans- 
ferred -to Gallinger hospital. There, 
police say, he made three more attempts 
at suicide. 

Standing on a high radiator in his 

room, Lee is said to have dived head 
foremost to the floor. His head was se- 
verely cut, but he was not seriously in- 
jured. After treatment, he again tried 
to ¢nd his life by jumping through a 
transom, and this attempt failed. 

Late yesterday he walked out of his 
room and stealthily walked up behind 
Patrolman Howard Venable, of the 
Fifth precinct, who was guarding’ an- 
other patient in the hospital. With a 
quick snatch, he @btained the revolver 
from Venable’s holster. In the struggle 
between himself and the policeman, the 
weapon was discharged. The first bullet 
went wild and before Venable could 
cope with the man again, a second shot 
was fired, which lodged in Lee’s jaw. 

. After treatment, physicians declared 
that although his wound was serious 
he would recover. Police could ascribe 


no definite motive to. the man’s persis- 
tent attempts at ending his life other 
than his suspected mental illness. Dur- 
ing his incarceration in hospitals, po- 
lice say, Tee often has declared he

GREATER ANGE OF GUNS 
AGAIN VOTED BY HOUSE 


Bill Passed for Betterment of 
Oklahoma and Nevada 
Warships.: 


(By the Associated Press.) 

For the second time since the Wash- 
ington arms conference, the House yes- 
terday passed a bill to authorize an 
appropriation to increase the firing 
range of guns on the hkattleships Okla- 
homa and Nevada. It was sent to the 
Senate by a vote of 243 to 111. ~ 

Representative Britteri, of Illinois, 
ranking Republican on the naval com- 
mittee, said funds for this purpose 
had been requested by’ Secretary Wil- 
bur, who took the position that eleva- 
tion of the guns would not be in con- 
flict with provisions of the arms treaty. 
The last Congress appropriated money 
for elevation of guns on eleven battle- 
ships, but subseqeuntly repealed the 
act upon request of Charles E. Hughes, 
the Secretary of State. 

His position on elevation was dis- 
cussed during debate yesterday, some 
members contending he felt it would 
vidlate the Washington treaty, while 
others held he had looked upon eleva- 


time. 

Chairman Butler, of the naval .com- 
mittee, said yesterday he understood 
diplomatic negotiations were now pend- 
ing looking to settlement of the ques- 
tion. Later it was said at the State 
Department that Secretary Wilbur has 
been in correspondence with Am- 
bassador Houghton- at London on the 
subject, but that no formal negvtia- 
tions had been ‘in{tiated. . 

The amount allotted for gun’ éleva- 
tion was not specified in the bill, which 
authorized an appropriation of $13,150,- 
000 for modernization of the two bat- 
tleships; $6,000,000 each for completing 
the airplane carriers Saratoga and Lex- 
ington, and $1,000,000 for completing 
the fleet submarine V-4. 

The House also passed and sent to 
the Senate a bill to authorize an ap- 
propriation of $4,654,000 for improve- 
ments at the Coco Solo, Canal Zone; 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii; Sand Point, 
Washington; San Diego, Calif., and 


Hampton Roads, Va., naval stations.

‘Safety Beacons Will Be Traf- 
fic Hazards if Bill Passes, 
Cavell Declares. 


INSTALLATIONS MADE 
SUBJECT OF INQUIRY 


District Commissioners Lack 
Power to Have Railway 
Provide Lights. 


A curious legislative tangle over the 
flashing beacons installed by the Dis- 


trict traffic bureau on Connecticut ave- 
nue and elsewhere to protect car-stop 
safety zones, puzzled municipal officials 
yesterday and threatens to cause 
abrupt extinguishing of the lights, 
turning the béacons from safeguards 
of pedestrians into traffic hazards. 

The purchase and tnstallation of the 
beacons is one of the subjects of in- 
vestigation in the traffic signal scandal. 
Alfred G. Seiler, administrative -as- 


1 sistant to the director of traffic, testi- 


fied Saturday that four beacons, in ad- 
dition to those now in operation, lie in 
the storehouse of the Potomac Electric 
Power Co., where District material for 
traffic signal work is resting. It has 
not yet been developed whether the 
four beacons were orderéd in compli- 
ance with contracts or whether they 
compose part of the material Shipped 
by the Crouse-Hinds Co. in addition to 
items ordered in the regular course of 
‘business. 

The House attached a proviso to the 
District supply bill, now pending in 
conference, reading as follows: 

“Provided that no part of this or any 
other appropriation contained in this 
‘act, or that is now available, shall be 
expended for building, installing or 
maintaining street-car loading plat- 
forms and lights of any description em- 
ployed to distinguish same.” 

The Senate attached to the bill an 
amendment striking out this language. 
The record of Friday’s proceedings show 
that the Senate conferees withdrew 
their amendment, leaving the language 
in the bill. District officials yesterday 


were uncertain as to whether anything, 


“else had taken place with reference 
to the loading platforms, and as to the 
status of the proviso. 

“If the appropriation bill is passed 
with that language in it,” said Maj. 
W. E. R. Covell, assistant to the engi- 
neer commissioner, “it will mean that 
the District will have been forbidden 
to spend any further money for cur- 
rent to light the beacons. 

“Therefore I have asked Daniel E. 
Garges, secretary to the District board 
of commissioners, to watch carefully 
and to notify the Potomac Electric 
Power Co., if the proviso is retained in 
the bill, that no current will be paid 
for by the District after the minute 
the President affixes his signature to 
the bill. 


Would Shut Off Lights. 


“The bill as it now stands does not 
direct the public utilities commission 
to -require the Washington Railway & 
Electric Co. to illuminate the beacons. 
Therefore we lack authority to do that 
and, unless the company voluntarily 
lights them, the lights will be turned 
out and the beacons will be dark. 

“If that happens they will constitute 
a traffic hazard. Any one in an auto- 
mobile crashing into them is in danger 
of being killed or injured. We also will 
lack appropriated money to remove 
them, or authority to direct their re- 
moval by the street car company. 

“The language of the bill is so 
broad that it not only applies to the 
beacons in Connecticut avenue from K 
street to Dupont circle and one at 
Eighteenth street and Columbia road, 
but. also to a street lamp on the old 
loading platform installed many years 
ago by the Distriet at F and Four- 
teenth streets northwest.”

Bernardo Duggan and Eduardo 
Olivero, Argentine civilian fliers, who 
flew from New York to Buesnos Aires 
last year, were among the attendants at 
the services. Many women were 
present. 


Official Condolences Offered. 


The sorrow of the Argentine Repub- 
lic over the deaths of Capt. Clinton F. 
Woolsey and Lieut. John W. Benton, 
army pan-American fliers, killed Sat- 
urday near Buenos Aires, was expressed 
officially by President M. T. de Alvear 
to President Coolidge yesterday. 

President de Alvear’s message read: 

“In the name of the people and the 
government of Argentina I wish to con- 
vey to your excellency the expression 
of the deep sentiment of sorrow that 
has been caused to us by the accident 
in which Capt. Woolsey and Lieut. Ben- 
ton lost their lives. 

“This calamity has shocked the whole 
country while we were making prep- 
arations to pay to the gallant aviators 
the homage inspired in us by our sym- 
pathy for the great American people. 
We assure you, Mr. President, that we 
are with you at this moment very sin- 
cerely grieved.” 

President Coolidge replied as follows: 

“Please accept on behalf of the gov- 
ernment and people of the United 
States my most sincere thanks for 
your sympathetic message and grateful 
appreciation for the assistance extend- 
ed by the officials of your excellency’s 
governmefit upon the occasion of the 
recent disaster.” 


M'CORMICKS SETTLE 
$8,000,000 ACTION 


Case Dismissed on Request 
of John D. Rockefeller, Sr., 
Her Father. 


Chicago, Feb. 28 (By A. P.).—The re- 
quest of John D. Rockefeller, sr., for 
an amicable settlement outside of court 
taday brought about the dismissal, by 
agreement, of litigation before the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
involving the contentions of Mrs. Edith 
Rockefeller McCormick and her former 
husband, Harold F. McCormick, over 
approximately $8,000,000 of Standard 
Oil of Indiana stock. 

Suit was filed .simultaneously in 
New York and Indianapolis to deter- 
mine whether a dividend on 192,000 
shares of the stock should accrue to 
Anita Oser, daughter of the former 
Mathilde McCormick, for whom the 
shares had been held in trust by her 
grandmother, Mrs. McCormick. McCor- 
mick had acted as the next friend to 
baby Anita. 

Judges Samuel Alschuler, Evan A.

Stronger in Man Power, 
Book Declares. 


LUDENDORFF BLAMED: 
FOR DEFEAT OF ENEMY | 


Inability to Realize Meaning MS 
War With U. S. Called >. 


Vital Error. 


New York, Feb. 28 (By A. P.).—The 
“Battle of Attrition” tactics of the al. ies 
on the western front under the general- 
ship of Joffre and Foch wore out che 
allies more than they wore out ‘the 
Germans, charges Winston ChurcAill, 
chancellor of the exchequer in the 


Baldwin cabinet, whose “The Wearid 
Crises, -1916-1918”’ is to be released by 
Charles Scribner's Sons tomorrow.! 

Backing his criticism by a= 


“which do not appear to have af all 
been appreciated even in the mos ex- 
pert circles,” he says that “on; the 
terms of 1915, 1916 and 1917 the sGer- 
man man power was sufficient té last 
indefinitely. In fact, in the/ three 
years of the allied offensives on the 
western front the Germans actually 
gained to the extent of 1,739,000 men 
more than their losses. 

“The result of every allied offensive 
was to leave us relatively weaker——and 
in some cases terribly weaker—than 
the enemy. The aggregate result of 
all of them from 1915 to 1917 (after 
deducting the losses on both sides in 
the German attack on Verdun) was a 
French and British casualty list of 
4,123,000 compared to a German total 
of 2,166,000. The process of attrition 
was at work; but it was on qur own 
side that its ravages fell, and not on 
the German.” 

Gen. Joffre, in 1915, “the worst year 
of the Joffre regime,” eclipsed all the 
“errors of the first shock year’ by an 
“insensate obstinacy and lack of com- 
prehension,” says the writer, “when, 
without any large numerical superior- 
ity, without adequate artillery or 
munitions, without any novel me- 
chanical method, without any pre- 
tense of surprise or maneuver, with- 
out any reasonable hope of victory, he 
continued to hurl the heroic but lim- 
ited manhood of France at the strong- 
est entrenchments, at uncut wire and 
innumerable machine guns served with 
cold skill.’ 

“It was thelr own offensive, not 
ours, that consummated the ruin of 
the Germans,” he continues. ‘They 
were worn down not by Joffre, Nivelle 
and Haig, but by Ludendorff. If our 
whole strategy and tactics had been 
directed to compel g@he enemy to at- 
tack, would not the final victory have 
been sooner won?” 

Churchill scores the neglect of the 
“eastern theaters” of war, and says the 
“plan of British and allied war -which 
would best have served our interests 
in the year 1916, would have been a 
surprise attack upon the Dardanelles.” 


Miss Chance in East. 


The Germans, likewise, he says, 
missed an opportunity in the east to 
decisively dispose of Russia and to 
take over Roumania’s grain and oil 
when Verdun was chosen as the ob- 
jective. 

The order in which the events of 
917 broké the deadlock of mutual 
“putchering” is important, says the 
author. 

“If the allies had been left to face 
the collapse of Russia without being 
sustained by the intervention of the 
United States, it seems certain that 
France could not have survived the year 
and the war would have ended in a 
peace by negotiation, or, in other words, 
a German victory.” 

“The total defeat of Germany,” he 
says, “was due to three cardinal mis- 
takes—the decision to march through 
Belgium regardless of bringing Britain 
into the war, the decision to begin the 
unrestricted U-boat war regardless of 
bringing the United States into the war, 
and thirdly, the decision to use the 
German forces liberated from Russia 
in 1918 for a final onslaught in France. 


Misjudge U. S.. Power. 


“Of all the grand miscalculations of 
the German high command none is 
more remarkable than their inability 
to comprehend the meaning of war 
with the American Union. It is per- 
haps the crowning example of the un- 
wisdom of basing a war policy upon

But the war ended long be- 
fore the material power of the United 
States could be brought to bear as a 
decisive or even as a principal factor. 
* * * But if the physical power of 
the United States was not in fact ap- 
plied in any serious degree to the beat- 
ing down of Germany; if, for instance, 
only a few score thousand Germans 
fell by American hands, the moral con- 
sequence of the United States joining 
the allies was indeed the deciding cause 
in the conflict.” 


Cites Wilson Attitude. 


Of President Wilson, Churchill says 
in part, “President Wilson did not dur- 
ing the first two and a half years of 
the war allow his mind to dwell upon 
the German use of force without re- 
straint, and still less upon the ulti- 
mate consequences of its success. He 
did not therefore feel that. American 
interests were involved from the outset 
in the European struggle.” 

“What he did in April, 1917, could 
have been done in May, 1915,”" he con- 
tinued. “And if done then what abridg- 
ment of the slaughter, what sparing of 
the agony, what ruin, what catastro- 
phes would have been prevented. 
* * * How different would be the 
shattered world in which victors and 
vanquished alike are condemned to 
live!’’ 

The war industries board of the 
United States is praised for its “reso- 
lute,. understanding and broad-minded 
cooperation with the British ministry 
of munitions.” 


Cardinal Collapses; 
Two Others Improve

RULING IS DECLARED 
GAG AGAINST DEBATE 


Said to Open Way for Abso- 
lute Control of Legislation 
by Majority. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 
Opponents of senatorial cloture and 
the interpretations of the Senate rules 
which have emanated from the Vice 
President in the recent past turned the 
fire of their guns directly at Charles 


\G. Dawes yesterday afternoon from the 


floor of the Senaté. 

Led by Senator Hiram Bingham, of 
Connecticut, that portion of the Senate 
which objects most strenuously to the 
reforms which the Vice President has 
sought to bring about through public 
appeal and his own acts, passed more 
than 40 tainutes yesterday afternoon in 
a discussion which to the presiding of- 
ficer must have seemed extremely per- 
sonal, and to which he was prohibited 
from replying. 


Rulings Under Criticism. 


The direct attack was made on two 
recent rulings of the Vice President, 
one of which permitted Senator Hiram 
W. Johnson, of California, to present 
his petition for cloture on Boulder 
dam while Senator Henry F. Ashurst, 
of Arizona, had the floor, and the other 
his decision Saturday that the public 
buildings cloture and the one on the 
prohibition reorganization bill, al- 
though presented a day apart, should 
both be voted yesterday. The charges 
that gag rule had been applied, the 
rules and spirit of the Senate violated 
and the power given a majority to legis- 
late without debate were made by 
Senator Bingham. 

Although the criticism came almost 
entirely from the Republican § side, 
where Senator James E Wadsworth, of 
New York, and Senator William E. 
Borah, of Idaho, echoed the objections 
of Senators Bingham, the chair’s only 
defender was the minority leader, 
Senator Joseph T. Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas. There was a critic, also, on 
the Democratic side, where Senator T. 
H. Caraway, of Arkansas, expressed 
himself in disagreement with the pre- 
siding officer. 

Vice President Dawes was not in the 
chair when the assault upon him be- 
gan, but he entered the chamber with- 
in a few moments. After he had heard 
some of the satirical remarks which 
were directed at him by Senator Bing- 
ham he left the dais to consult with 
Senator James E. Watson, of Indiana, 
but returned to his place in a few 
minutes and paid strict attention to 
the verbal castigation until the end. 


Violation of Rules Charged 


It was not only the cloture rules that 
the senators attacked, but the manner 
in which the Vice President had aided 
it by his decisions. Senator Bingham 
paid facetious tributes to the success 
which the Vice President had had in 
the reform of Senate rules, congratu- 
lated him upon placing a gas in the 
mouths of senators, and insisted that 
the situation brought about yesterday 
by means of one of the chair’s rulings 
was a “serious violation of the rules 
and spirit of this body.” 

The charge was made in the course 
of this debate that by following the 
present application of the cloture rule 
to its logical.conclusion the Senate 
might not only parcel out all of its 
time to the exclusion of any other 
business, but reach the point where 
legislation might be passed by a ma- 


‘| jority vote and without any debate 


whatever. 

In order to make his point more ex- 
plicit Senator Bingham pointed out that 
as cloture had been applied yesterday 
it would have been possible for some 
senator to have offered the antilynch- 
ing bill just before cloture was voted, 
ask that it be considered as réad and 
that then a majority of one would be 
able to adopt'a law which more than 
one-third of the Senate would never 
agree to. 


Change Charged to Dawes. 


“I notice,” said Senator Bingham, 
“that the Vice President is using the 
chair for what he said he could not do 
when he took office, ‘namely, change 
the rules of the Senate. He has most 
certainly changed the rules of the Sen- 
ate in the past few days. 

“We have in the past few days seen 
several novel situations arise. We have 
seen a senator taken off his feet so 
that a cloture petition might be pre- 
sented. We have seenemeasures pre- 
sented by unanimous consent for no 
other purpose than to have a cloture 
petition offered. As the rule is being 
applied it leads to cloture that was’ 
never intended.” | 

“If this rule remains here,” said Sena- 
tor Borah, “it is going to be applied to 
shut off debate whenever two-thirds of 
the Senate desires, whether there has 
been ten minutes or ten days debate. 
If we want cloture we can have it, but 
we ought not to have it.” 

“The rule as interpreted this morn- 
ing by the chair,” continued Senator 
Bingham, “permits of the displacement 
of unfinished business by the chair, a 
privilege hitherto reserved by the Sen- 
ate. The chair ruled then that cloture 
might be applied to a measure not the 
unfinished business, while I-had most 
certainly thought that.it applied only 
to the unfinished business.” 


“Alarming Possibility” Foreseen. 
“Te alarming possibility,” interject- 


-;} ed Senator Caraway, “is that’ we may 


find’ three or four cloture petitions be- 
fore us at once some day if the rule 
by whigh the Vice President placed two 
before us today is carried to a conclu- 
sion. In that way two-thirds of the 


tSenate could parcel out virtually all 


of the time at the end of a session.” 
“Yes,” replied Senator Bingham, “if 
we permit these rulings to go on—and

Hackett alleged that O’Connor’s in- 
fluence dominates the Shipping Board 
and charged O’Connor with participat- 
ing “illicitly in the proceeds of the 
various companies’ operated by virtue 
of contracts” with the board and made 
by Harvey C. Miller, of Philadelphia, 
who controls the Tidewater company. 
He also charged the “chairman has been 
living in a fashion wholly out of pro- 
portion to his presumptive means.” 


Business Is Diverted. 


Because of “improper administrative 
means and otherwise,” the complaint 
stated much of the terminal business 
which might ordinarily come to piers 
of the army base is diverted to docks 
and warehouses operated by the com- 
banies controlled by Miller. | 

Hackett also claimed O’Connor and 
the officers of the Tidewater company 
“have mutual and reciprocal interests” 
and that one of O’Connor’s sons, Will- 
lam, occupies a “post of great authority 
and influence” with the Tidewater 
c@#mpany. He charged that certain of- 
ficials of the companies controlled by 
Miller are drawing two or more salaries 
through having their names appear on 
two or more pay rolls of the com- 
panies, “the operating and adminis- 
trative expenses being deducted before 
the government participates in any 
residuary profits.’”” Duplication of work 
and employment at the army bases by 
the government and the companies also 
is charged. 

The government has wiped out vir- 
tually the entire revenue received from 
the operation of the bases, the com- 
plaint said. It charged that the total 
revenue received since they have been 
operated by Miller’s companis has been 
less than $1,600,000 and that the Ship- 
ping Board has spent $1,575,000 in re- 
pairs. Hackett claimed the properties

TREE MUTILATION. 


The $1,000 fine assessed against the em- 
ploye of the, Washington Rapid Transit Co. 
who ordered the mutilation of 84 trees stands 
as a warning to any other individual who may 
be moved to prune trees standing on District 
property. Such trees belong to all the people, 
and constitute one of Washington’s major as- 
sets. They are considered to be so valuable 
as civic possessions that the District govern- 
ment maintains a department to supervise 
their cultivation and protection. This depart- 
ment knows how to prune a tree. and can do 
it without destruction. 

It is to be hoped that an investigation will 
be undertaken to determine who is finally re- 
sponsible for the vandalism, for it seems un- 
reasonable to suppose that the employe acted 
only on-his own inltiative. The fine amounts 
to not quite $12 for each tree mutilated, which 
is little enough in view of the fact that irrep- 
arable damage has been done. 


A LAW, UNLESS VETOED. 


It has always been an open question as to 
the fate of a bill which, having passed both 
houses and having been sent to the President 
in the closing days of a “long session” of 
Congress, was neither signed nor disapproved 
by the executive. Such nonaction on the part 
of the President has heretofore been regarded 
as a ‘‘pocket veto,” and no attempt has been 
made in the past to regard such a measure as 
part of the statutes on the ground that it had 
“become a law without the approval of the 
President,’ as is the case when a bill reaches 
the White House in time for executive action 
before adjournment and is not acted upon 
within the ten days allowed for consideration. 

On Saturday last the House established a 
precedent. The judiciary committee came to 
the conclusion that a bill designed to carry 
out the terms of a treaty with the Shawnee 
tribe of Indians, in Oklahoma, and which was 
sent to President Coolidge during the closing 
days of the last session, had. become a law in 
spite of the faet that the President did not 
sign or veto it within the life of the session 
which closed on July 3, 1926. 

Since the foundation of the government 
many bills have reached the President which 
were either reenacted later or were allowed 
to expire as though they had been definitely 
vetoed because unacted upon when the session 
adjourned. That interpretation of the fate of 
such an enactment has been the invariable 
custom. But last Saturday the House accepted 
the opinion of its committee, and in line with 
the terms of the bill, thus declared to ‘be law, 
inserted in the pending deficiency bill an ap- 
propriation of $486,000 to carry out the pro- 
visions of the act. 

It is unlikely that the United States Supreme 
Court will be called upon to interpret the 
meaning of the constitutional provision in the 
matter of the powers and duties of the Presi- 
dent as applied to this particular case. The 
beneficiaries under the treaty and the appro- 
priation are the only ones who might raise the 
question, unless some one with a desire to 
force a definite interpretation should take the 
initiative through injunction proceedings to 
prevent the payment of the money out of. the 
Treasury. But it would seem as though after 
more than .a century of uncertainty there 
should be something more than the opinion 
of the members of one of its committees to 
guide the future course of Congress. 


GREAT BRITAIN ACCEPTS.

The ~British government has courteously 
accepted President Coolidge’s invitation to 
participate in a conference looking to the 
further limitation of naval armament. The 
“special geographical position of the British 
empire, the length of interimperial communi- 
cations and the necessity for the protection 
of its food supplies” are to be taken into ac- 
count, as a matter of course. The London 
government suggests, further, ‘that the rela- 
tionship of the proposed special conference 
to the preparatory conference at Geneva would 
require careful adjustment. 

The special conference, if held, will include 
only the United States, Great Britain and 
Japan. .The British note does not mentioa 
the attitude of Canada, Australia, or other 
parts of the empire, but presumably they are 
in harmony with London in this matter. The 
governments participating in the preparatory 
conference at Geneva, however, may look with 
great concern upon a special conference of 
the three leading naval pgwers negotiating 
upon the general subject of armaments. 
Naturally the tripartite conference would take 
into consideration the naval preparations of 
such powers as France and Italy. Possibly 
those two governments may conclude that it 
would have been better for them to be present 
at discussions affecting their sea defenses. 

That the conference will not make any 
progress toward establishment ofthe 5-5-3 
ratio‘in the matter of cruisers is a foregone 
conclusion, for~the very reason ‘stated by the 


British government, viz., the special geograph-

THE LETTERS OF HORACE WALPOLE. 


An eminent modern critic has said some- 
thing to the effect that, if a library had to 
consist of but three works, and if the Bible 
and Shakespeare were already there, then the 
third work should certainly be the letters of 
Horace Walpole. Many reasons are advanced 
for this choice, among them being the some- 
what extraordinary one that nothing occurring 
in the first two will be found repeated in the 


considerably extended. There have been, of 
course, and there will continue to be, vocifer- 
ous protestations against this ranking of the 
epistolary outpourings of the eighteenth cen- 
tury gossip with two of the great standard 
works of the world, and countless arguments 
could be advanced in favor of a far different 
selection for the third place, and even, perhaps, 
for the first and second. After all, the choice

fill eighteen goodly volumes. In the second 
place, and chiefly, the variety of topics treated 
comprehensively or lightly touched upon is 
simply immense. Again, the letters are, as a 
rule, brimful of interest and they are never 
entirely dull. They probably present as vivid 
a picture of the times in which their writer 
lived as one could reasonably expect. His 
contacts were so numerous and his mind was 
s0 inquisitive that we are insensibly brought 
face to face with the subjects, problems, and 
gossip that engaged the attention of eighteenth 
century England. Whether he is describing 
events of a striking character, such as mur- 
ders and executions, riots and earthquakes, 
or detailing the incidents that happened at a 
dissipated party gathering, or relating the man- 
ner in which he passed his time and amused 
himself in his retirement at Strawberry Hill, 
Walpole invariably succeeds in holding our in- 
terest unabated. 

He may, perhaps, not deserve the rank ac- 
corded to him by the critic, but there is no 
gainsaying the fact that he provides reading 
that is both informative and entertaining. 


CONGRESSMAN TOM YON. 


Usually it is necessary to await the issue of 
the Congressional Directory, the first edition of

They should be buttered and then 
toasted rather than the other way 
about. This, with the rest of your plan 
should afford a very pleasant evening 
repast. If you desired, cookies could 
be served also. But they should be 
small and rich rather than the, grand- 
mother variety. Brownies would serve 
this need, as would marguerites. Yes, 
and you are on the list.

Cinnamon Rolls with Biscuit Dough. 
Mix, as baking powder biscuits are 
mixed, the following ingredients: 

2 cups flour. 


3144 teaspoonfuls baking sowder. 
Pinch of salt. 

2 tablespoonfuls unmelted butter. 
2-3 cup milk. 


When well mixed roll out to a fourth 
thickness and brush over with a bit of 
melted butter and sprinkle with raisins 
chopped fine and thinly shaved citron, 
a bit of sugar and a sprinkling of cin- 
namon. Roll up as for a jelly roll and 
slice in slices about three-fourths of 
an inch to an inch in thickness. Stand 
them up endwise in buttered tins and 
bake from twelve to fifteen minutes. 
Or they may be placed on their sides in 
a well-buttered iron spider and spread 
with brown sugar and baked Serve 
them in this case with the caramel 
side up.

1 cup flour. 

¥% cup granulated sugar. 

1 rounded tablespoonful of salt. 

1 cup mashed potato. 

1 cup scalded milk and three-fourths 
cup lard, cooled before adding the yeast 
and-dry ingredients. 

1 yeast cake dissolved in %4 cup luke- 
warm water. 


Mix the ingredients in the order 
given and set in a warm place for about 
two hours. Then edd flour enough to 
make a soft dough, about four or five 
cups, and let this rise until double in 
bulk. Spread with butter and sprinkle 
generously with a mixture of cinnamon 
and sugar (about two tablespoons of 
cinnamon and a cup of sugar). Roll 
as a@ jelly roll, cutting into inch slices 
and place in a greased tin to rise. 
When light bake in a moderate over 
for about twenty minutes.

Over one cup of cooked warm hom- 
iny, a fourth cup of butter and three 
tablespoons of sugar pour one cup of 
scalded milk. When lukewarm add a 
fourth of a yeast cake dissolved in a 
fourth cup lukewarm water and three 
and a fourth cups of flour that has 
been well sifted. Cover well and let 
rise overnight. In the morning cut 
down, fill a buttered gem pan and 
bake in a moderate oven. [If the 
cooked hominy is not quite stiff more 
flour will be needed. 


Smothered Steak. 

Buy a two-pound slice of round 
steak. Try out in a hot frying pan 10- 
cents worth of fat salt pork cut in 
slices and add one onion peeled and 
sliced. Cook the onion until it is brown 
and-then place the steak in the fry- 
ing pan. Add one and a half cups of cold 
water and a half teaspoonful of salt. 
Bring quickly to the boiling point and 
then turn down the gas and allow to 
simmer until the meat is tender. Re- 
move the meat to a hot platter and 
strain the remaining broth—there 
should not be less than a cupful. 
Blend one big~-tablespoonful of but- 
ter with two tablespoons of flour 
and add the broth to it gradually.

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Something New on Disease Isolation.” 


SRE is some new information on 
H the subject of contagious diseases, 

bearing particularly on quaran- 
tine and isolation. It is not offiical, al- 
though it is a report of a committee of 
the American Public Health association 
and is approved by the governing coun- 
cil of that association, and, more im- 
portant still, is “officially approved by 
the United States Public Health 
Service.” 

Nevertheless it is not the law, nor 
can it be until it is°so made by some 
legislature, city council, or health de- 
partment clothed with ‘power to act. 
Until that time the law must be obey- 
ed, even though it differs .from this 
respect. 

Measles—Isolation must be for a 
minimum period of nine days; from 
four days before the rash appears to 
fives days after it appears. Exposed 
susceptible teachers and: pupils should 
be excluded from school for 14 days 
from the last exposure. The same rule 
applies to other public gatherings, 

Schools are -not to be closed, but a 
health service—medical or nursing or 
both—must be installed at least for the 
period of the epidemic. 

Scarlet Fever—Isolation must be con- 
tinued for three weeks from the onset 
of the disease without regard to the 
symptoms and until after all discharges 
have ceased and all open sores or 
wounds have healed. If there is no 
medical inspection isolation should 
continue for at least 28 days from the 
onset of the disease. Schools are not 
to be closed on account of scarlet 
fever. A health service—medical or 
nursing or both—is to be established 
at least temporarily instead. 

Diphtheria—Isolation must be con- 
tinued until two cultures. from the 
throat, properly made, are negative. If 
there is no laboratory service available, 
isolation can be terminated fourteen 
days after the onset of symptoms, if 
discharges have ceased. 

Smallpox—Isolation in hospital, in 
screened wards free from verm%u, from 
the onset of symptoms until all scabs 
or crusts have disappeared. Schools are 
not to be closed, but an inspection sery- 
ice is to be installed if one is not al- 
ready in operation. All contacts are to. 
be held undér observation, though not 
usually kept from work or play, until 
sixteen days of last. exposure. . If such 
contacts are freshly vaccinated and 
take, they can be released from observa- 
tion as soon as height of reaction is 
passed. 

Chicken pox—Exclusion of child from 
school and prevention of contact with 
susceptibles until primary scabs have 
disappeared. 

German measles—Isolation for eight 
days from the onset of the disease. 

Infantile paralysis—Isolation for three 
weeks from the onset of fever. 

Whooping cough—lIsolation from 
seven days after exposure to the disease 
to three weeks after the development of 
the characteristic whoop. 

Schools are not to be closed. . All ex- 
posed susceptible children are excluded 
from school and other public gatherings 
for ten days after last exposure. , 


TEETH ABSCESSED. 


S. H. writes: My two front teeth are 
pivots, which condition was caused by 
being hit with a baseball when I was 
a child. These two teeth are well 
matched with my other teeth, but my 
dentist tells me they are abscessed and 
should be removed, as he says that 


‘eventually this will affect my general 


health. He has taken X-rays. 

As they are my two front teeth and 
my mouth is rather prominent, I am 
naturally hesitant about having them 
removed. but of course I don’t wish to 
have.my health affected. 

REPLY. 

If you are now free from neuritis and 
rheumatism and otherwise in good 
health, I should say keep those teeth. 

If you develop trouble such as comes 
from infected gums, have them out. 


BEST TO SLEEP APART. 


B. F. M. writes: Is it injurious for| 


young people to sleep with old people? 
In some sections it is considered inju- 
rious to the younger person. I have 
always heard that when a young per- 
son sleeps with a person, say 40 years 
older, that the older person takes the 
strength away from the younger.

in this series of articles is the 
manner in which undertrick penalties 
are increased when a contract is set. 
Upon this question the framers of the 
various contract counts, abroad and in 


this country, have varied opinions, but 
all have used figures greatly in excess 
of those employed in Auction Bridge. 

The value of a game in Contract is 
much greater than in Auction Bridge 
and the temptation to try for it is 
greatly augmented; so it is logical that 
the penalties for defeat shouid be in- 
creased@gorrespondingly. In addition, 
the eyjrmous bonus allowed for a 
slam, Which is a part of most Contract 
codes, creates the necessity for a dras- 
tic penalty for overbidding to shut out 
the slam. 

Not only must the slam bidder be 
made to realize that he takes a ter- 
rific risk when he ventures beyond the 
probable strength of his hand, but also 
his flag-fiying opponent must be made 
to pay heavily for the privilege, if he 
decide to shut out a probable slam by 
overbidding with a higher-valued slam.
